APOLOGY To CiTIzEN No. 3.—Mr. Editor: 
Please tell my friend, “ No.3,” how sorry I am 
about writing that little question to**No.1.” I 
am sorry, because “‘ No. 8’s*’ excitement is alarm- 
ing. I comfort myself with the hope that he feels 
better this morning. 
Passing by his platitudes about progress, his 
personalities, his rather disjointed exhorfation 
about “* Gamaliel” and hisstartling “coon story,” 
there remains but little to be considered. 
“No. 1" laid down the unqualified proposition, 
that under the proposed system, “the man who 
has no property to be tamed, gets, ashe should. a free 
education for hie children.’ I wasso imprudent 
as to inquire upon what principle this unqualified 
propesition was based. I was so unfortunate as 
to question the conclusiveness of his logic. The 
argument of *“‘ No.1’ concluded that the fact of 
one man’s having “‘ no property to be taxed,’’ and 
of another’s having “‘ property to be taxed,” once 
for all, settled the question, that the first has a 
right to demand of the second free edueation, I 
ventured to suggest, that under such a system 
“the property holder is mulcted,’’ and the * sala- 
ried man and the bondhol’er” goesfree. I know 
a widow lady, whose annual income from her 
real estate is less than $200. She supports herself 
by her own exertions, pays $100 per annum city 
tax, and lives upon much less than $1,000. I know 
a man whose salary is more than $2,000 per an- 
num, who does not choose to be a property holder; 
and ‘he, under the system proposed by ‘‘ No. 1,’’ 
“pays no taxes ’’ and ‘“‘ gets free education.”’ 
Atthe serious risk of throwing “ No.3” into 
spasms, I must summon courage to doubt the jus- 
tice of such systems of taxation and education. 
“No.3” puts the question thus: “ Food and 
clothes are material, and in their application to 
the comfort of mankind are essentially individual 
and seliish. 
Intellectual and moral training is, in its very 
nature, catholic, unselfish, benevolent, christian.” 
He does not tell us what the conclusionis. Itis to 
be guessed—for it is not inference that he means 
to say, therefore, ‘‘the man who has no property 
to be taxed, gets, as he should, a free education 
for his children.”’ Since * intellectual and moral 
training is, in its very nature, catholic, benevo- 
lent, Christian,” if ‘* No.3’s’’ logic be invincibly 
conclusive, I suggest that he who has no property 
to be taxed, be furnished with free newspapers 
and free preaching—since ‘intellectual and moral 
training are in their nature catholic, benevolent, 
etc.” 
In my note to** No,1,’’ [stated that “‘I should 
rejoice to tosee a rational and just free school 
system established, not only in Atlanta, but in 
Georgia’’ For years past I have advocated, in 
speeches and through the press, the necessity of a 
publicschool system. By this faith I abide with- 
out swallowing all the vague theories of the times. 
“No.3” is evidently aknowing man. Terhaps 
he can tell whether *‘onr model of economy,’’ the 
present Council gives entertainments tothe Press 
and visiting firemen, upon the ground that “‘in- 
tellectual ard moral training washeddown with 
good champagne is, in its very nature catholic, 
unselfish, benevolent, Christian?”’
